simply the stories of blackmallers. A persist- 
ent effort is being made in several quarters to 
gain currency for this charge against those cor- 
respondents who nave been particulany promi- 
nent in exposing these frauds.

STRENGTHEN THE CASE

While it is true that he has nothing to do with 
the working of contracts in the Post-Office De- 
partment, it was supposed that it was his duty 
to see to it that the Treasury was not plundered, 
and that in this regard he had an authority 
which gave bim some discretion and right of in- 
quiry into the character of the accounts he was 
asked to audit more than simply to see that they 
were clericaliy accurate.

THE FACTS ARE WITHHELD 
for the present, partly because of the unwilling- 
ness of the manager of the investigation to 
place a stam upon the character of men who, 
when all the facts are known, may prove 
to have been ignorant of the rascality of the 
proceedings in which they were in 
part the actors,and partly because the publica- 
tion of all that 1s known might close the door to 
further developments. The list of star routes, 
together with their respective. contractors, 
which is given to the press to-day, is supposed 
by the Department officials to contam none in 
respect of which there has not been corrupt 
manipulation to increase the compensation to 
the contractor after the contract was signed. 
In the bidding for these contracts, it is asserted, 
honest men bad no chance for success when the 
ring contractors chose to interest themselves.

Signatures to petitions 
of this kind, being manifestiy in the interest of 
the people to be served, are casy to get, and

when the signatures of the voters among their 
constituents are numerous. The petitions and 
recommendations so secured are placed before 
the prover officials of the ment, and

A LAWLESS PENITENTIARY. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

Co_oumsBiA, 8. C., April 24.—One of the guards 
at the South Uarolina Penitentiary named 
William Lowry was arrested yesterday after- 
noon and taken before United States Commis- 
sioner Stoeber, charred with being implicated 
with a gang of counterfeiters within the Peni- 
tentiary. The Commissioner sent him to jail in 
default of $2,000 bail. The investigation jato 
this case disclosed the fact that the business of 
counterfeiting silver ourrency of various de- 
nominations has been systematically carried on 
for months by a band of white convicts, 
with the assistance of several of the 
guards. Yesterday afternoon a search was mado 
through the different cells of those suspected, 
and alarge quantity of spurious dollars, baif- 
dollars, and quarters was found. Various kinds 
of dies and other implements for counterfeit- 
ing were likewise unearthed. These coins, bun- 
dreds of which are now in circulation in Colum- 
bia, are very skillfully made. No expert could 
detect their base character but for the fact that 
they are deficient in weight. While pushing his 
investigations, Superintendent Lipscomb ascer- 
tained certain facts which caused him to 
suspect that a large number of the con- 
vic had formed a plot to escape. 
The officers obtained strong clews, and 
some of the negro convicts, supposed to be the 
ringleaders, were coliected and confronted with 
the charge. Some ot them acknowledged their 
compiicity in the plot, and its nature was dis- 
closed by others. it was shown to be a most 
diavolical conspiracy. Next Sunday was the 
tune agreed upon by the eighty negro convicts 
associated in this conspiracy to éffect their 
escape. They had concealed such dangerous 
weapons as axes, knives, clubs, and pieces of 
chain, and they had sworn to gain their liberty 
at all hazards. Ata given signal at daybyeak 
in the morning they were to begin an 
assault upon the guards who would eome 
to release them trom their ceils. The guards 
were to be overpowered and murdered if neces- 
sary, their guns taken away, add a general rush 
made. The ringleaders in this bold enterprise 
were two negroes serving a sentence of forty 
years for murder. There can be no doubt that 
the plot would bave been successful if it had 
not been fru by disoovery. Considerabie 
excitement bas been occasioned by these dis- 
coveries, and to-morrow pew arrests are to be 
made, on the supposition that some other per- 
sons connected with the Penitentiary are parti- 
ceps criminis.

George Irish, a grocerymanin this city, had a 
terrible struggie with a burglar, and during the 
affray the former shot and fatally injured his 
adversary. The facts in the case are these: Mr. 
Irish was roused this morning by bis wife, who 
thougut she heard burglars in the store below. 
He hastened down stairs, taking with him, at 
his wife's suggestion, a revolver. As he went 
down hurried t. eps were beard outside the 
house, and it is believed by ali parties concerned 
that at least One or two men Were outside ready 
to help the one Who was at work in the store to 
get away with the plunder. As svon as he 
reached the store he was confronted by a bare- 
footed man who was hurriediy helping himself 
to goods. He had evidently removed his shoes 
to prevent a noise. He was evidently unarmed, 
but showed fight, and attacked Mr. Irish with 
such weapons as lay at band, throwing s2ale- 
weights and other heavy articles. Then he 
seized a stick and aimed a desperate blow at the 
proprietor’s bead, but missed him and struck a 
barrel, smashing the stick into fragments. The 
fight had become so close that Mr. Irish feared 
his life was in danger, and, after warning 
the robber to surrender, he drew and 
fired twice. One shot entered the burg- 
lar’s breast and the other struck him in 
the forehead. He turned and fled, but did not 
get out of the store. His companions, ff he had 
any, got away. Mr. Irish went directly to 
police headquarters, where be told his story, 
ut was unable to say what bad become of the 
wounded man owing to his excitement and the 
darkness of the store. He could not tell whether 
the robber had been hit or only frightened off. 
The police immediately searched the pluce. and 
found the wounded durglar in the fear of the 
store in great agony. He was nearly senseless 
from loss of biood.

Digpatch to The Chicago Tribune 
OmanA, Neb.. April 24.—The river is stil 
higher, now being twenty-three feet cight 
inches above low-water mark, slowly rising yet, 
and more coming, as the tributanes are again 
Nooding, owing to the very warm weather of the 
last two days. The water is doing considerable 
damage here in various ways, but principally by 
stopping workin the railroad shops, distillery, 
emeiting works, and packing-houses. The lum - 
ber yards are total wrecks and lumbermen con- 
tinue saving aa much as possible. Ovoasionaliy 
a small house on the level tloats off. and now 
and then a house floats by from somewnere up 
the river. Council Hude has about 30 
houses inundated to ‘a depth of about 
four feet. The people have moved out and gone 
to the public buildings in the business part of 
the town. Railroad trains can only reach the 
outekirts of Council Bluffs. Connection de- 
tween Eastern roads and the Union Pacific is 
made by skiffs, which have to row over Oue mile. 
The mails, baggage, and express are transferred 
in the same way. The transfer ocoupies all day. 
The Union Pacific is runntug trains regularly. 
There is some danger that its pontoon bridge of 
Hat-cars on the east side of the river will be 
washed out, asthe waterisrising and current 
Stronwer, and falling over the track 
with great force, Most of the passengers who 
arrived from the West this afternoon were 
transferred to the Eastern roads, but there are 
a large number of west-bound passengers both 
in Council Biuffs and Omaha who arrived to-day 
and may get away to-morrow. A large extent 
of territayy on the lowa bottoms from bere 
south for many miles is under water, and farms 
dave bee abandoned. All lowlands on the 
Nebraska side are in the same condition. It is 
im possi bie to learn the extent of the flood or the 
damage. but itis immense. People everywhere 

along the river are sulfcrers from ood. 


THE MINNESOTA RIVER.

St. Pavu, Minn., April 24.—The flood in the 
Minnesota River is the greatest ever known. It 
is now highest at Montevideo, where the Ohip- 
pewa joins the Minnesota. but the water is 
rising all the way down, and places below will 
suffer to-morrow. A Montevideo dispatch says: 
“The Chippewa and Minnesota Kivers rose 
about four feet last night, and ace still rising. 
The lower pert of this town is under 
water, and many small buildings are 
going down stream to-day. Over two 
miles of railroad track is washed out and over- 
flowed. The water is several feet higher than 
ever before known. The whole valley is a vast 
lake for miles up and dowu. Both rivers are 
rising at the rate of three inehes an hour. The 
flood approaches the dimensionsof a deluge. 
Everything between the bluffs is under water. 
The new iron bridge has been swept away and 
cafried half a mile down stream. The station is 
surrounded. Two dwellings and a siaughter- 
house buve been swept from their foundations, 
and are Moving away with the flood. The water 
is foot deep on the gristmill floor. Every- 
where on the lowlands is water. We have had 
no rain, and the great flood is all the result of 
the melting of the snow. 

“8p. m.—Several more small buildings have 
been swept away,and the water is up to the 
second story of the bouses that remain on the 
9 Beveral dusiness- houses at tne lower 
end of First street are flooded on the first floor. 
The railroud bridge has careched over on one 
side. The citizens haye been at work all day 
constructing booms. water is rising at the

AROUND THE LAKES. 
THE LIME-KILNS. 

A little more than twelve months since Tun 
TRIBUNE Suggested the true remedy for over- 
coming the Lime-Kilns evil, and pointed out, 
also, that the present system of blasting was 
virtually removing a dam, the water from 
above which once released would create shoals 
above, as for instance at Grosse Point. The 
suggestions came from well-iaformed Milwau- 
kee gentlemen, but they have been allowed to 
rest unheeded, until now the Detroit Post and 
Tribune revamps them ina form calculated to 
suggest the idea of vriginality, as follows: 

“It has been remarked by a large number of 

raons that the water at the Lime-Kilu Cross- 
ng was never so bad as it has been since the im- 
provements have been staried. It is also a fact 
that — * accidents have happened at Grosse 
Point du the past few years than befure the 
blasting was commenced at the Lime-Kilns. It 
can easily be scen that the removal of the ob- 
structions in the channel at Amherstburg will 
permit the water to pass out into Lake Erie 
much more rapidly taau formerly, and conse- 
quently the water in the upper part of the river 
will be lower than it would if the water was 
hindered instead of aided in passing into the lake. 
It, instead of clearing out the channel, some 
solid piers were built out into the river, so as to 
obstruct the flow of the water and cause it to 
Pass through a compuratively narrow channel, 
the probabilities are that the object for which 
this expensive biasting and dredivg is done 
would be attained with very little expense. If 
the people of Buffaio wanted to improve the 
depth of water in their harbor they would never 
think of doing so by blasting away the rock and 
destroying the Niagara Falls; in fact, quite the 
opposit course would be taken. No more can it 
be expected that the removal of obstruc tions at 
the Lime Kilns will improve the depth of water 
at Grosse Point or any place on the river. It 
would gost very little to test this plan, which is 
recommended by a large number of prominent 
vessel men, by loading several barges with stone 
and sinking them in such a position that they 
would force the water to pass only in the chan- 
nel. and if the attempt proved a failure the 
barges could be raised.“ 

THE ENLARGED WELLAND CANAL. 

The Buffalo Axpress contains a correspond- 
ence relative to the Welland Canal improve- 
ments in which the scheme is denounced asa 
failure for the fullowing reasons: 

“First, because a twelve feet draft of water 
is not sufficient to float a vessel that would be 
seaworthy and at the same time have a carrying 
capacity of of over 24,000 bushels of wheat. The 
old canal vesseis with a draft of twelve feet can 
carry that amount and be seaworthy. e pres- 
ent canal vessels are 1 feet over all, with 
twenty-six feet three inches beam and thirtecn 
feet depth of hold, and when properly built are 

seaworthy vessels, capable of taking a 
cargo in any 2 of the worid. The enlarged 
canal locks be 248 feet long, forty-eight feet 
wide, and will havea depth of tweive feet of 
water over the mitre-sill, and to be in propor- 
tion should have a de pth of seventeen feet of 
water in order to float a steamer or 
sailing vessel suituble tot lake and ocean 
service. Second, the enlarged canal will 
have to draw its water from the level of 
Lake Erie, and at the present depth of just 
twelve feet. even that depth cannot always be 
depended on. Many times during the seuson of 
navigation strong northeast winds lower the 
waters of Lake Erie from two to four feet. and 
— pened the canal will have a scant nine 

water. On such an occasion tt is piain 
to see that a large flat-bottomed vessel would be 
placed in a very dangerous position by being 
left * on an uneven bottom two or three feet 
out; and any damage she might sustain in con- 
uence, either to herself or ber cargo, would 
n such a case be liable to fall on the carrier, as 
—— — could not be expected to accept 
such risks at any reasonable tigures. Third, the 
present large class of propellers would, in order 
to pass through the canul at a tweive feet draft 
of water, be compelled to lighter at least one- 
third of their grain, or whatever freight they 
might be carrying. A steamer constructed in 
accordance with the capacity of the new locks 
would ouly be suited for river service.“

Mr. Enright, President of Union No. 223, made 
a vigorous h of ten minutes’ duration. He 
regretted men were not solid for their 
rights.

He reminded them of 
sop's fable of the old man and the bundle of 
sticks. If the men stand —

r. Powers, the President of the Seamen's 
Union, said he did not come to address strikers, 
and that he would endeavor to show who were 
the real strikers. A strike,“ he said. was 
greatly misunderstood, and he claimed that the 
emyloyers were the strikers. He had learned 
the fact that the men must acknowledge them- 
selves as vassals. If any weak-kneed wretches 
were before him who were degraded 
enough to knuckie down to the money 
lord and accepted the miserable pit- 
tance rather than strike, he exhorted them to 
return like the prodigal son. The men 
degraded themselves to serfdom, many of them 
by whisky, which unbrained the most skilled 
mechanic. The speaker alluded to the great 
railroad strike of 1877, when the wheels of com- 
merce were clogged over the entire land, and 
when the “hirelings of hell” went about with 
muskets in their hands threatening the labor- 
ing-man with death. There wasa smell! of the 
smoke of that same unhappy discontent. now 
hovering over the country. The laboring-man 
of to-day thinks, reads, and will no longer sub- 
mit to the overshadowing tyranny of the task- 
masters, nor will be be le of by the 
honeyed words of demagogs. He alluded to the 
condition of certain Pennsylvania strikers who 
lived on mush and wator.—did not have even 
molasses with it,—and did not taste of meat for 
three months to accomplish their object. A 
white man who permits himself to be made a 
slave sinks into a serfdom athousandfold worse 
than that of the colored slave ot ante-Rebellion 
days. The speaker urged the moiders to shun 
their fellow-workmeu who refused to join their 
movement; to refuse toassociate with them; to 
consider them as outiaws; in short.to “* boy- 
cott them in every case. [Cheers.] Not by vio- 
lence—by all means abstain from any attempt at 
outlawry—but by peaceful but nonethe less pow- 
erful means of making of hima social outcast. 
The speaker asked all who were willing to do 
this kiud of “boycotting” to rise, which was 
unanimously responded to. 

Mr. Goodwin, a carpenter, was introduced and 
said if there ever wasa time foran advance of 
wages it was now. Business was booming, prices 
were ——— the prices of living had in- 
creased accordingly, and the laboring man ought 
to shure in this growing prosperity. He summed 
up the condition of the workingmenin one word, 
intelligence.“ Capitalists had too long heid 
u tight grip upon the meu, but that day was 
passing. e country was on the eve of the 
greatest prosperity it bad ever seen, and if the 
workingmen would stand up like men they 
would gain their rights. 

Votes of thanks were then passed to the 
speakers. 

rit was asked when the next meeting would be 
held, but the Chair said they would adjourn 
to meet at call. The employers knew through 
what channels to send communications, 
and there was ~rongs further to 
do but to await their action. e Chair stated 
that the employers at their meeting the previ- 
ous night bad heid a secret caucus, to which not 
even the reporters were admitted, while the 
molders had afforded the press every facility 
for publishing their proceedings. He thought 
the community would draw their own infer- 
ences on this point. The workingmen had 
justice on their side, and they were not afraid 
to leave their cause with the people. The meet- 
ing then adjourned.

CARPENTERS. 

A meeting of the carpenters and joiners was 
held yesterday in Greenebaum's Hall for the 
purpose of discuseing the condition of the craft 
and devising means for its improvement. Mr. 
R. W. Comfort was elected Chairman and Mr. T. 
Doran Secretary. 

The President calied on the members to re- 
port if they received the advance in wages and 
the reduction in the hours of labor to nine 
hours on Saturday, which had been asked for; 
also for whom they were working. 

It was reported that eight bosses had paid the 
advance—$§2.75483 per day—and allowed the 
nine hours on Saturday. They were Menga, 
Reuse, Vocht, Keidie, Kerkoff, Baumgauten, and 
Moore. 

The meeting was called upon to — laces 
where men were wanted. None respond 

The Chairman thea explained to n: n- members 
of the Union the benetits to be derived from 
joining the organization. A membership en- 
abied them to work together and secure a uni- 
formity in wages. 

Mr. W. Francis moved that all non-Union men 
become members, and he would be the first to 
hand in his name and sign the roll. 

Mr. Keitcn urged the men to join, saying they 
coula soon command $3 per day. The Protec- 
tive and the Benevolent Carpenters Associations 
must work together, and the men coming in 
from Canada should be asked to join also, and 
not run down wages as had been their custom in 
former seasons. 

A Canadian carpenter didn’t think it right to 
insinuate that the Canadians would not uphold 
a strike, or that they were inferior workmena. 
lie was a Union man, and considered his couu- 
trymen would compare favorably with the 
Americans. 

Mr. Keitch thought the bosses often preferred 
Canadians, because they would put up with 
trout ment the Americans resented. 

The motion was then put, and passed unani- 
mously. Thirty-one men signed the roll. 

The purpose of the meeting was then given in 
Frencb. 

It was moved and carried that the Chairman 
appoint three Secretaries, who should give each 
one who had signed the roll a certificate which 
would enable him to join any branch of the 
Union he chooses. 

A member ot the Amaigamated Carpenters’ 
Society thought the meeting was not large 
enougn to be representative, and should not as- 
sume to establish wages. The ouly way to get 
$3 ver day was to bull the market. The 
couldn't get men to sign the petition for an ud- 
vance. They lacked unity. His Association 
favored shortening the hours and getting more

Assistant Postmaster-General Brady took 
upon himself the responsibility of expending 
a vear’s appropriation within a few montus. 
and then applied to Congress for an appro- 
priation to supply the deficiency. When 
asked why he assumed to make such an ex- 
penditure without authority of law, he Inso- 
lently and defiantly answered that he knew 
Congress would appropriate what he asked, 
because there were too many members under 
obligations to him to permit such an appro- 
priation to fall. The result proved that the 
man spoke from knowledge. Instead 
of being impeached by the House and dis- 
missed, Brady’s Illegal action was indorsed; 
a white-washing report was made, and all 
the money asked by him was voted, Brady 
was continued in office until within a short 
time, when the President asked for his resig- 
nation. It seems that Postmaster-Gefieral 
James, who is a business man, and who 
makes attention to the public business the 
foremost duty of the service, was nat to be 
befogged by the so-called investigation of a 
year ago. The abuses of the star service 
were notorious; the extravagatice of the ex- 
penditures was scandalous; and Mr. James, 
testing them by his thorough knowledge of the 
service, had no difficulty in finding out what 
the Committee of Congress had failed to do. 
Mr. Brady was asked to resign. In the mean- 
time the alarm has been sent abroad that 
unless Postinaster-General James is careful 
he will burt the party by exposing corrup- 
tions and dishonesty, involving some of the 


best men in the country,” and true Re- 


publicans. Mr. James is warned that there 
is danger that he may even bring some mem- 
bers of Congress to shame, and perhaps other 
persons who have done noble service in the 
past for the cause of the Republican party. 

It is to be hoped that Mr. James will go on 
with his investigations, and that he will not 
hesitate to expose whatever dishonesty there 
has been in the Post-Ollice Department, with 
reference to the star or any other branch of 
the ‘service. The star service itself is one 
that invites extravagance and furnishes 
ground for suspicion. Congress votes cer- 
tain sums of money for certain postal 
service, or certain routes, called star 
routes. The Postmaster-General is in- 
vested with the discretion to increase 
the service, as from a semi-monthly 
to a daily mail, and to “expedite” the sery- 
ice by shortening the hours in which it is to 
be performed, and this discre ion extends to 
making the allowance for this extra perform- 
ance. Thus,a man ean bid in competition 
for cargzing a weekly mail, and get the con- 
tract; but if he has the proper aid he can 
have his contract chaiged, without compe- 
titien, for carrying the mall daily, and a 
liberal Assistant Postmaster-General can 
make the compensation accordingly. As is 
instanced, a weekly mail, not carrying more 
than three letters a trip, was changed inte a 
daily mail and the compensation enormously 
increased, without the contractor knowing 
it; nor could he comprehend why it was that 
a very large proportion of the immense coin- 
pensation awarded for the service never 
reached his hands. Though the officer having 
this service in charge be pure as an angel, 
he could not distribute two or three 
millions of dollars annually, at his discre- 
tion, and for discretionary service, without 
his action becoming more or less open to 
criticisin and suspicion, particularly when 
all the persons seeking these extraordinary 
coutracts are backed by Senators and Repre 
sentatives in Congress and by great and dis- 
tinguished citizens in various parts of the 
country. 

Mr. Brady was correct when he said a year 
ago that Congress would not condemn him 
for extravagance and waste, because tin 
exivavagaace and waste was the result of 
the importunity of members of Congress. 
This fact slone shows that the system of 
appropriating money to be expended at 


Such a system is certain to involve 


knowing that there isa fund in any one of 
the Departinents which may be expended at 
the diseretion of some subordinate, demand 
of their Representatives, as of right, that this 
money shall be expended among the worthy 
persons who are willing to render à service 
to the Government. This is the history of 
all this kind of appropriations. They result 
just as do the resolutions so often adopted by 
Congress, authorizing some officer of the 
Treasury to audit and adjust some person’s 
claim upon principles of equity and justice, 
A pubiic robbery is certain to follow such a 
resolution as that The Chorpenning fraud, 
80 long and persistently maneuvered in Con- 
gress and in the Post-Office Department, was 
a striking instance of the danger of investing 
any one with diseretiopary power to expend 
public money. 

If Mr. Postmaster-General James shall 
discover that the service of his Department 
wants reforming, or that the public interest 
requires investigation and prosecution of 
abuses, the country will applaud him all the 
more cordially if -he shall relieve the Repub- 
lican party of any of its officious and noisy 
members who nay have been using their so- 
called Republicanism as a mere cloak under 
which to accomplish jobs and improper 
practices upon the National Treasury. Let 
him not be afraid of hurting the Republiean 
party by rooting out abuses and restoring 
honesty to the public service,

THE SENTATOUALAL DEADLOCK. 

There are signs in Washington that there 
will be at least a suspension of the deadlock 
in the Senate to give an opportunity for the 
confirmation of Executive appointments. It 
is probable that the President has brought 
his influence to bear to bring about this con- 
cession. The wonder is that the Admin- 
istration did not long since interfere to de- 
mand Senatorial action upon its nominations 
as a matter of right. If there shall be any 
further delay. President Gartield will be 
warranted in appealing to the country, which 
he may do in the shape of an open communi- 
cation to the Senate, and he may rely upon 
thus calling out a popular pressure which 
neither party in the Senate will dare to 
ignore. 

Whatever the merits of the struggle be- 
tween the contending factions in the Senate, 
there has been at no time any excuse for 
the refusal to act upon the Executive noml- 
nations. It was to perform this business 
that the Senate was called together in ex- 
traordinary session. The contest over the 
election of officers to the Senate is, at the 
best, but a partisan struggle. To the extent 
that the Republicans desire to assert the 
right of the majority to control the officers 
of the Senate, their position is proper 
enough. To the extent that the Democrats 
seek to defeat this majority right, their po- 
sition is altogether improper. But neither 
party can justify the exclusion of all con- 
sideration of public business in the effort to 
gain a party advantage. From this point of 
view the Republicans are equally blame- 
worthy with the Democrats. 

The conduct of the United states Senate 
is all the more reprehensible in this case be- 
cause it is not, and was not at any time, nec- 
essary to postpone action on the President’s 
nominations in order to contend for the con- 
trol of the Senate offices. The Senate could 
give all the time required for consideration 
of the Executive appomtments, and yet re- 
new the struggle over the proposed election 
of Messrs. Gorham and Riddleberger. It is 
the constitutional duty of the Senate to act 
promptly on the nominations which the Presi- 
dent sends in. If the President himself, 
upon whom the Constitution imposes the 
duty of appointing the Government officers, 
should deliberately refuse to discharge this 
duty for some reason of his own, and should 
thereby imperil the proper administration of 
Government affairs, he would subject him- 
self to the danger of impeachment for mal- 
feasance in office. But, since the Constitu- 
tion provides that the Senate shall con- 
firm or reject his appointments, that 
body is equally responsible for the 
administration of public affairs, and 
Senators who agree to unnecessary and em- 
barrassing delay in acting upon the nomina- 
tions are just as guilty of official misconduct 
as the President would bein the former case. 
We cannot tinderstand how conscientious 
men in the Senate, on either side, can con- 
sent to any further exclusion of the public 
business. 

When the Senate shall go into executive 
session the public may be able to judge of 
the motives of some of those who have been 
engaged in maintaining the deadiock. Op- 
position to any of the Executive nomina- 
tions that shall appear to be merely personal, 
selfish, or captious, or shall indicate a trade 
between Senators, VIII reveal the real 
cause of the disinclination to consider the 
Executive appointments. It is said that 
only such nominations as are uncontested 
will be acted upon. ‘This will be all wrong. 
AU the nominations should receive the con- 
sideration of the Senate in the order of their 
importance. There is no good public reason 
why any of them should be pushed aside. 
The President has made no appointments 
which he did not deem necessary or proper. 
It is due to him and to the public that these 
appointments shall be severally confirmed, in 
order that the appointees may enter upon 
their public duties. or rejected in order that 
the places may be filled permanently by 
others, and thus assure regularity and effi- 
ciency in the discharge of the public busi- 
ness. If Senators fail to do this they will 
soon begin to hear froin their constituents in 
a manner that will startle them. 


BROAD TIRE WAGONS. 

A subscriber writes to ask us how much 
it would cost to change a common narrow 
tire road-wagon Into a broad tire wagou,—the 
tire to be four inches in width. He says 
“there are many farmers’ and teamsters in 
the country and towns who would gladly use 
the wide tire wheels if the exvense was not 
too great in making the change.” “ Men 
having wagons of the ordinary one-and-three- 
fourths and two-inch tire don’t want to 
throw them away, and buy new broad tire 
wagons—merely for the sake of the improve- 
ment. But it the narrow tire can be cheap- 
ly changed into the broad tire numbers 
would adopt them, and their example would 
soon be infectious.” 2% 

We are wilitng to do some free advertising 
for the sake of this reform of road wagons, 
and will cheerfully polish letters from 
wagonmakers in the city or country stating 
how much they will charge to take a narrow. 
tire wagon and convert it into a four-inch 
tire vehicle. We suppose that the hub and 
spokes of the narrow-tire wagon can be used 
in the reconstructed broad-tire one—at least 
the hub can be. The expense would consist 
of the cost of the new felloes and the broad 
tire, and possibly new spokes, less what 
would be allowed by the recenstruction 
wagonmaker for the old tires. The expense 
cannot be great, 

Broad-tire wheels need not be as high as 
narrow-tire wheels, as they do not cut into 
the ground one-quarter as dezypiy, and 
therefore pull more lightly. The nar- 
row-tire wheels are made high to 
overcome obstructions on the track; 
but these ovstrucions consist almost 
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exclusively of gott, 

which the narrow tire cuts, 

the wide tire would pass over wi 

ing into, and therefore the wheels may 
made lower. This would bea gain in 
respects,—such as in strength of wagon, 


half a million a year in Chieago to the tex- 
payers in damage to the improved streets if 
the tires of all the vehicles were made double 
their present width; and, taking the whole 
year bad weather, anow, slush, mud, and 
soft roads—into consideration, the economy 
of draft for the animals would be at least 28 
per cent,—a broad-tire wagon drawing that 
much lighter, whether loaded or unloaded, 
than a narrow-tire vehicle, The present 
width of tire isan ignorant, witless, unre 
fecting custom, aud a species of barbarism 
as well. 


Freedom of Speech ia the German 
Beichstag, 

So far, freedom of speech does not seem 
to bean absolute form in the German Reichstag. 
During @ recent debate relative to the Anti- 
Socialist law. Mr, Auer, one of the leaders of the 
Socialiata, made a specch, in which he gave the 
Government ané Bismarck several bard nuts to 
crack. Mr. Auer is a saddier by trade anda 
self-made mau. who, as @ speaker, makes a deep 
impression, becayse it becomes at ence appar- 
ent that the subjects he dwells upon are well 
digested by him, handling them with ease and 
force. Mr. Auer said: 

To-day you acknowledge that the cause of 
Socialism ig flourishing and that Socialism has 
assumed a more dangerous Character than ever 
befure. This admission, that the party of Seciai- 
ists is stil) in axistence,--unsbaken in all ie vig 
ot, —is plain proof that the Auti-Socialist law is 
nugatorv, and does not attain the objects which 
you desire to see realized. You threaten us with 
disclosures in refercace to Most's extravagan- 
cies, publisbed in the Freiheit. I desire to state 
to you that weare not responsible for the crack- 
brained stupidities and capersof this fellow; 
that we shook him of from our cvattails ae 
our Congress at Castle Wyden, in Switzeria 
where be was formally expelled from the ranks 
of the party, During that Congress we also de- 
clared that the attempts ot the Nibilistato free 
themseives from political and economic op- 
pression deserved our sympatay, but that we 
could not regard their modes to secure guccess 
as the proper ones to be applied to Germany. 
Did not your Conservative party in Ger- 
many receive the 8 dethrone- 
ment of the Neapolitan 1 with 
loud approbations and enthusiasm at the time? 
And how large was the number of those in Prus- 
sia in 1866 who opposed the dethrovement of the 
King of Hanover and the Dukes of Hessen and 
Nassau? Whether such dethronement of 
Princes is accomplished by war—which we do 
not regard, like a well-known letter-writer 
(Moltke), asa divine instituudion—or with the aid 
of dynamite bombs, docs, in my opigion at least, 
make pot a particle of difference. 

The last utterance wasa direct shat at Bis- 
marck, who eyed the speaker closely through 
histocga et. The man of blood and iron winced 
alittle. Of course the King of Hanover and 
the Dukes of Hessen and Nassau were not killed, 
but thousands upon thousands of brave soldiers 
and sons of the country saturated the ground on 
hard-fought fields with their life's blood to 
accomplish or avert their devaronement. When 
thousands are ki:led to rwalite the idea (no mat- 
ter whether correct or not) of one, and to se- 
cure adaitional power for another potentate, it 
is all right acoording to the construction of the 
reaction; but when one man is killed ia order to 
realize the idea (no matter whether correct or 
not) of millions of people suffering from un- 
told misery and oppression, then all is wrong. 
The Coanvellor seemed to be somewhat discon- 
certed in consequence of Auer's specoh, and 
Minister von Puttzammer answered ig bis stead, 
as follows: ; 

The Socialists can be aivided into two frac- 
tions. One is the superlative extreme social- 
revolutionary, and the other a st dixant moder- 
ute fraction. The first is the fraction Murat, 
aud the other the fraction Robespierre. To the 
Urst beiong Most und Hasseiman, They are opea 
and frank, and take it easy; everybody is taken 
by the throat, and their means of dattle consist 
of murder, arsoo, and general annibiiation. 
The fracuion Robespierre consider tho subject 
more sneakingly and methodically. ey also 
preach general overthrow and annihilation, but 
they say: “Why so many attempts at taki 
life? Why assasinations It is not nice an 
defensible from a moral standpoint; we must 
spread the seeds of discontent Ly unceasing a 
itation.” The party of Most and Hasselman 
more intiuential among the Sovialists than tho 
party of Bevel-Liehkneckt-Auer. The more 
energetic will always draw the determined 
aftor them. 

Witbout examining closely the question ag to 
what were the causes that produced a Marat 
and u Robeapierre, or what causes Nihilism ia 
Kussia, or Socialism in Germany, the lrredentas 
in Italy, or the Communards in Frapoe, we must 
admit that Minister Puttkammer is correct in 
his last assertion that the more coergetic will 
always draw along the less determined. It 
would be a wonder, indeed, if in this 
respect the Socialists were an exceptios 
to all other revoludomary parties. That 
Bebel, Liebknecbt, and Auer should be strong 
endugu to stem the current of the Social- 
istic movement and lead it into the ebannel of 
peaceable national reform is not believed in 
Germany, neither do the three leaders believe it 
themseives. Minister Puttkammer concluded 
his speech with the following significant w : 

We will never lay dowa our arms, which have 
been placed in our hands by the people's repre- 
sentation. until all those who are under the in- 
tiuences of Socialistic . loyally place 
themselves on the side of the Government. 

Undoubtedly the Socialists thing the same, 
only vice versa. As long as the Royalisw are 
so determined they will be met with equal, if 
not more bitter, determination on the part of 
the Sociatists and Nihilists. And between the 
pressure from above and the consequential re- 
sisting pressure from below, the country and its 
prosperity, politically as well as materially, is 
being ground to powder. But of one thing the 
Socialists of Germany have no reason to com- 
plain, and that is, that ther do not enjoy any 
freedom of speech in the German Reichstag. 


TnuEne is now a fair prospect that the star 
route swindies will be properly proved, and the 
scoundrels who robbed the Government brought 
to punishment. Uuder the administration of 
the free and easy Second- Assistant Postmaster- 
Genera! Brady the oost forthe star service for 
the year ending last June was $7,321,449. This 
was $919,619 (almost a million) in excess of the 
expenditure for that branch of service in the 
preceding year, and was also $1,421,449 greater 
than the estimate submitted to Congress for the 
expenses of the service for that year. The reck- 
less way in which the star- route contracts were 
„increased is shown in an Official return, from 
which the following fixures are taken: One 
route contructed originally for in round 
numbers $6,000 was increased to $150,000, 
—an increase of $144,000 per annum on 
a $6,000 contract, Another was increased from 
$131,000 to $300,000; another from $2,000 to §$70,- 
000; another from $13,000 to $136.00); another 
from $650 to $22,000; another from $3,000 to 872. 
000; anotber from $156,0Wto 632,000; another 
from $10,000 to $90,000, and so on to the end of a 
long chapter. it must be remembered that 
Congress had given for the star-route service 
$5,400,000, which was the whole sum asked for 
in the estimates, but at the next session the sum 
of $2,000,000 was demanded of Cougraess to cover 
such increased prices paid to contractors over 
and above the amounts they had contracted for. 
But this branch of the subject is probubly the 
least muddy of all. The Post-Odice dotectives 
have got evidence of systematic straw bids and 
tra w securities, and whea the evidence already 
in hand is brought before the proper Courts it 
will be d.scovered that in some cases public offi- 
cers have been concerned in violations of law 
which are ex oressly made penitentiary offenses. 


CHANCELLOR Bismarce has not made 
much beadway with big three proposed eco- 
nomie measures—viz.: The military exempwdon 
tax, the brewing tax, and the acoident insur- 
ung law for the benefit of the working classes. 
The first two were read a second time witbout 
being referred to a committee, which is a bad 
owen for their passags; the last was referred to 
a committec. but during its discussion in com- 
mittee so many objections were raised by the 
Conservatives—Bismarck’s own party frieuds— 
that the passage of the law is very improbabie. 
Bismarck himself is very weil aware chat there 
is no hope at present for his pet nras- 
ures, which fact Decame evident from the 
tone of bis own speeches on the subject. 
ln bis opinion, however, the § discus- 
sion bad a good effect ia s0 far 
that the people have become acquainted 
with the intentions and plansof the Govern- 
ment, and they can now vote intelligently in the 
approaching eleodion for members of the Reichs- 
tag. Although the last legislative period of the 
Reichstag ig not at an end, yet all parties are 
preparing tor the coming campeiga. The Nae 
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a mutual understanding. 

workers are now the Oo srvatives and the 
Ultremontanes; the latter be devounced 
ducing the time of big Cuiturkampf as enemies 
to the the coming election ibe 
Government will observe strict neutrality to- 
ward the OUltramouytanes, and in return they 
will eapport Biemarck tu bis econemie and 80 
cialistic measures and hia gut against the 
radical Liberals.

Tur Ear! of Caithness, who died lately at 
the Fifth Avenue Hotel, bad a strong liking for 
mechanics, and in hig younger days worked for 
some time in a large cagiucering establishment 
in Manchester.

ACCORDING to late advices from St. Pe- 
tersburg (April 6) the Czar Alexander and his 
family are pot resting upon a bed of roses. 
The Czar bad consented to receive a Polish del- 
egation, On the evening previous the Czarina 
received a letter stating that the little Czarowitz 
would be kidnaped and held asa hostage for 
three weeks. If during that time a Constitution 
was granted the Czarowitz would return safe;

The Czarina, suffering under the depres- 
sion caused by this letter, neverthe- 
less attended the reception of several 
delegations with the Czarowita at her side. But 
when a deputation of wild-looking peasants 
made their appearance and violently turen 
themselves at the feet of the Czar the little fel- 
low became 80 frightened that he screamed 
aloud and hid bimeelf behind bis mother, who 
also seemed to be very much excited.

AccorDING to the Thurgauer Zeitung, a 
large fish, locally known as the weils, formerly 
not uncommon in the Boden-See or Lake of 
Cunstance, but which was supposed to be extinct, 
at least in those waters, bas appeared again after 
an interval of more than three centuries.

A FRACTURED SKULL. 


Result of a Drunken Brawl Between 
Nelghbors. 

A series of drunken brawis in a tenement 
house at No. 47 North Green street resulted yes- 
terday afternoon iu an affray in which one of 
the brawlers, Edward Gibbons, received injuries 
which are likely to cause his death. No. 47 is a 
two-story frame etructure painted brown and 
passabiy good looking on whe outside. Within 
the sbell the epartmests are uncomfortabiy 
small and in bad repair. The house ig only two 
rooms deep, and into the brace of apartments 
on the first floor John Mobyde, bis wife, and 
seven children have succeeded in crowding

ward Gibbons, wife, and one child, Gibbons isa 
burly, uncivilized fellow, who spent a great por- 
tion of bia time and money in guzzling whisky, 
and invariably, upon coming home under the in- 
Uuence, cruelly abused and beat his wife. After 
standing it as long as she was able she caused 
hie arrest, and in — 2 — — 
Just toe Waish Gibbons was sent to the 0 by 
Correction. He dad just got out and had re- 
commenced his brutality when, about three 
weeks ago, his wife packed up her “duds “and 
left, taking her child with ber. Their present 
whereabouts are unknown. 

Gibbons and Mobyde have ever since their 
joint —— of the house deen on good 
terms, but liquor made both quarrelsome — 
there was always war after a spree, No 
was seriousiy injured in these batties, — 
peace was invariably proclaimed as soon as the 
contestants bad eobered sufficiently to return 
to their work. Mohyde was employed by George 
Sweet, a bide-dealer On Kinzie street, near 
State, and quit work ana strike Saturday fure- 
noon. He spent a portion of the day at home 
drinking beer and liquor which be compelied 
his children to bring him. Gibbons was a bolier- 
maker, or rather a “belper”™ in that business, 
and he, too, was in the duimps because of a ro- 
cent strike. The evening was spent by both 
men in a riotous and drunken manner, It 
wound up only when John Mohyde, Jr., a boy of 
17 years, became involved in a quarrel with ib- 
bonus. The latter charged the boy with baving 
alienated the affections of his wife, and even 
went so far as toacouse him of having had crim- 
inal intercourse with her, both before and since 
her départure from home. Young Mohyde de- 
nied it, and was preparing to attack Gibbons, 
when his father took his part and demanded a 
retraction. 


A FIGHT WAS THE RESULT, 
and when Gibbons drew a long knife, such as 
suilors carry, it was taken from him by the boy. 
He retreated in bis shame to bis own part 
of the bouse.: Bright and eariy yesterday 
morning the usual — or Bays was made, 
and ratified with a “ su in the nearest sa- 
oon.

Gibbons received two very 
severe blows on the bead with this weapon, one 
while fighting in the shed, and one while escape 
ing through Monhyde's front room in order 
to get up-stairs and out of his reach. 

The polive at the West Madison Street Station 
vere pears notified, and Officers Cowdrey 
and Hjorst, upon reaching the house, fouud the 
injured man lying n in a post of 
blood on second floor. with Mra. Mohyde 
bending over him, trying to stanch the flow of 
blood, washing his wounds, and doing what she 
could to restore bim to consciousness. Dr. Baus- 
man, who was summoned, said the man's skull 
was badly tractured, and recommended his re- 

moval to the County Hospital. The physicians 
there pronounced the case a serious one, and at 
last accounts Gibbons was still unconscious, and

Review of Finances in Chicago 
Last Week. 


The Produce Markets Generally Lower— 
Provisions Quiet and Rather 
Weak 


‘Breadstuffs Easier on Account of Fine 


Weather—Gats Heavy. 


FINANCIAL. 


Business at the Chicago banks last week was 
only fairly active. The demand for loans on ac- 
count of disappointment in mercantile sales and 
collections was not quite so strong as the week 
before, but the banks report their lines of loans 
well flied. Rates were 6@7 per cent. Very 
little currency went to the country, and num- 
bers of the interior banks sent remit- 
tances to New York. New York exchange 
closed at par@% ces per $1,000 premium. 
Government bonds were in request for May in- 
vestment. Local securities were fairly active at 
steady quotations, railroad bonds were dull, and 
transactions in New York stock exchange se- 
curities and insecurities limited. 

Chicago bank clearings were $23,376,000, against 
$26,078,000 in the corresponding week of last 


year. 


The total value of the sales of local and mis- 
cellaneous securities reported on the Chicago 
Stock Board forthe week ending April were 
limited to $63,903; for the previous week they 
were $93,309. 

The New York Commercial Bulietin thinks it 
can spoil the sensation which has been made by 
St. Louis and New Orieans reporters out of 
the shipmgnt of grain down the Mississippi. 
Just now and for several months to come, there 
is and will be avery large extent of raiiroad 
construction in progress in regions for which 
New Orleans or Gaiveston are the most availa- 
bie ports. A great deal of the iron needed in 
those works is contracted for in Europe. The 
vessels bringing it could afford to de so for 
much lower freights provided they could be as- 
sured of a return cargo. The iron will need to 
be carried to points up the river; and it would 
not be at all unlike a man ot Mr. Gould's fertility 
in contrivance it he should meet the emergency 
by buiiding a number of boats speciaily 
adapted for the work. He could get his iron 
carried more cheaply, and he could at the same 
time divert a certain amount of grain trafiic 
over his Southwestern system of roads. When 
the new railroads are completed, the special oc- 
casion of th 6 new traffic must cease, and prob- 
ably its coliapss will be as sudden as its incep- 
tion has been; but, for the temporary end con- 
templated, it would well answer Mr. Gould's 
purpose and serve as an important economy in 
his schemes. As an illustration of the extent of 
this temporary spurt of tramce, the fact may be 
cited that, during the first two weeks of the cur- 
rent mouth, twelve European steamers arrived 
at New Orleans, seven of which had full car- 
goes of railroad iron and three others mixed car- 
goes ot general merchandise and iron, Had it 
not been for these special arrivals, what would 
become of the large quantities of grain that bave 
been towed from St. Louis to New Orleans? Most 
of it would have come to Eastern ports.

THE WHEAT PROBLEM. 
To the Editor of The Uhicago Tribune. 

New York, April 21.—In my previous let- 
ters to Tus Tinu relative to the future of 
wheat I have confined myself almost excius- 
ively to an investigation of the statistical situa- 
tion of the staple, and any price deductions that 
may bave occasionally been incidentally drawn 
therefrom have invariably been founded upon 
the assumption that season. as it progressed, 
was to be fairly favorable to the pay grain, 
and give continuous promise of an average 
yield. No provision was made in those letters 
for disastrous or even partial crop tailures, and 
for the very good reason that any forecast of a 
barvest result as early as the first half of April 
is of little or no value, no matter from what 
source it may emanate. My views are grounded 
upon accomplished facts, not drawn from what 
the weather may be in the future, or how the 
wheat plaut may look one or two months hence, 
for of these things | know nothing, nor, for that 
matter, doesany one else. Good crops are the 
rule; poor ones the exception. To reverse this 
order would speedily depopulate the earth. 
Hence, in discussing the probable future of 
wheat, facts and the rule, instead of prophecy 
and the exception, seein tu be the proper prem- 
ises to reason from. I am led to make these 
remarks from having seen in Tas TRIBUNE 
some adverse criticisms of my letters from cor- 
respondents who, from seemiugly careless read- 
ing, fave failed to discern their qualitied tenor 
and 7 

Une of these geutlemen, writing from down in 
Indiana under date the 7th of April, says: It 
is absolutely certain that the wheat-crop of 1881 
will be 20 per cent less than that of 1880.“ This 
means peuriy 100,000,000 bu less, and as at that 
date scarcely a bushel of spring wheat, which 
comprises nearly one-third of our total produc- 
tion, bad been sown. and the area under fall 
sown is by the Government at (per cent. 
or 1,500,000 acres, increase ou the previous year, 
whiist the condition of the growing grain, taken 
asa whoie, is not materially worse than one year 
ago, this positive statement that the outturn is 
to be 100,000,000 less than in Is will not be apt 
to varry mach weight among thiuking men. 

The seuson its Sackward. Spring seeding is 
late, which, with apprehensions regarding the 
fali-sown wheat, delays and curtails the move- 
ment. The canals will open late, not probably 
before the 10th of May, and stocks at the sea- 
board are small. Everything conspires to brace 
up the markets, and bus for weeks past. Under 
existing conditions no ove should be surprised 
to see a further slight advance in prices in the 
near future. The season thus far has in every 
respect been abnormally adverse to decline. 
On the contrary, it bas been every way favor- 
able to strength and improyement. But soutber- 
ly winds and warm rains followed by brilliant 
sunsbipe are not impossibilitics in May-June, 
and if the carth js bicssed with them. then what? 
Would prices continue to go up, or would reac- 
uon and decline be the more natural result? 

What proportion of the winter wheat is killed 
or irreparably injured in the States of Cali- 
fornia, Oregon, Kansas, Missouri, Kentucky, 
Tennessee, (liinois, indiana, Obio, Michigan, 
Pennsylvania, and New York,—twelve States?

There are 
localities in Illinois, Indiana., and Ohio where 
the crop has undoubtedly n more or less in- 
jured, butis the injury in these three States 
equal toan increase of 4 per cent in the area 
sown in ali of the winter-wheat States? A quar- 
ter of a century's experience in the grain trade 
has rendered me exceedingly skeptical couoeru- 
ing “crop yarns.”’ At this season of the year it 
is so manifestly to the interest of producers, 
speculators for a rise in wheat and for a fall in 
railway shares, to exaggerate the condition 
of the crop for the worse, that none but 
well authenticated reports of damage to the 
growing grain should be accepted. There is no 
one to oppose or controvert these exaggerations 
except “bears” in the wheat market, and 
and when compared with the collective forces 
menUoned and arrayed against them, they are a 
very smali minority. 

As all admit, European stocks are compara- 
tively low, but that has been the rule in recent 

rears rather than the exception. The prodig- 
ous increase in our four reports seems to have 
entirely elminated the s ulative element from 
the West European mulling trade. If they held 
liberal stocks of wheat they would not be ad- 
verse to a rise, but as it is, they will unquestion- 
ably continue the niggardly band to mouth pian 
of buying, now so long in 2 until prices are 
much lower. Of flour, our exports 
trom ail United States ports since 
Sept. 1, 1880, have been, in round numbers, some 
4,401),0UU bris, aralust 3,250,000 for the correspond - 
ing period in the previous year, an increase of 
1,200,000 bris, or 37 per cent. To the Continent of 
Europe they increased from 60.000 to 300,000, or 
400 per cent. The shortening of the passage of 
cotton from India to England, and of manufact- 
ured cottons from Engiand to India by cutting 
the Suez Canal, was partially equivalent to add- 
ing an immense 1 of cotton to the 
world's stofes. And in a somewhat anal us 
way do our rapidly increasing exports of flour 
practically add to the stores of wheat, for the 
fiour is ready for use as soon as landed, whereas 
the passage of a wheat cargo from a port of 
cull to its destination, the unloading, grinding, 
and delivery to the consumer requires a mouth.

SERMON BY PROF. SWING. 

At the Central Church there was a large at- 

teadance yesterday morning. Prof. Swing 
on the “Modern Enterprises in Mor- 
ais.” Following is the.sermon: 

J must work the works of Him that sent me 
q@hile itis day; the night cometh when no man 
ean work.—John U., 

The world is fuller than ever before of things 

and nodle. and Deautital. It is such a 
eomulative world that in each century sbould it 
take an inventory of its mental and moral pos- 
sessions it would find itself, in all respects, 
reper than in any former period of its tong 
fe. There are some who feel that there was 
more of the valuabie in the classic period 
than there is in the modern times, but these are 
few ia number, for (he evidence is immense in 
puik and impressive in quality in favor of the 
ssumption that the human race is certainly ac- 
gamuiating treasures, and is alwars moving 
from poverty toward wealth. Man is more of a 

than aconsumer, for in the depart- 

went of mind de is only a producer, for what 
upon that leid can never be consumed. 

Tae wheat which gtew in Greece was con- 
gamed, bat not the thoughc, thé poetry, 
ine philosophy, the taste which grew upon 
that favorod goil. The trees which once 
govered Palestine, the cedars and the olives, 
worse out down and fashioned into houses which 
at last decay ed; but whut Palestine produced in 
ethical and spiritual truth is io the worid to- 
day, us fresh and young as it was when it first 
fell from duman or divine lips. In material 
things man is a creator and a destroyer, but the 
works ne performs in thought and sentiment are 
everlasting. The snow mat falls upon some 
mountain-tops never meits; it therefore be- 
comes of immense depth and reflects the sun's 
colors, morning and evening, for thousands and 
thbusands of years. So the intellectua! iadustry 
of the buman race adds constantly to its aggre- 
gate of result,—a fact which oumpoels as to ad- 
mitthat our earth is larger to-day in ali the 
nodle forms of thought than it was in the time 
ef Socrates or Dante, or Snakspeare or Newton. 
Men who build houses or who sow in the 
barveét-tield, or who trafic tn goods, may well 
feéisad at times over the thought that ther 
must see the toil of yesterday destroyed on the 
morrow; but all those toiling in any form of 
morals, in éducation, or in ethics, or in high 


politicos, or in art, or in the field of religion, 


should be happy ia the refioction that they are 
building what ao frost will dissoive, or fre burn, 
or wave abrade. 

In our epoca the thoughtful mind cannot but

Tunt is, the fact 
of sin in the world, seen as it 18, and not in the 
ox ratec and disterted comevptions and 
Statements of sume me. ie therepy re- 
leved of some of ita Supposed d:fivultiea. 

There ia the fact of depravity. Properiy un- 
derstoo4, it 1s a fact; Dut a6 somotimes stated, it 
isu falsehood. There is a corruption of all 
natures, u uaturully eogendered corrupuocn that 
tlouwe along and is perpecuated througa (he laws 
of heredity fem Adam wall hie descendants. 
‘There is a tendency in all ustures to go astray. 
Our whole humanity is morally as well as 

»uysically diseased. This we can admit; but it 
is an exaggeration and a falsoauod to say that 
mankind are by nature 80 totally depraved that 
thore is no good in them—no good desire: uo 
tendeacies to good as well as era. That would 
make our race to be by nature devils aud not 
men. The facts are that we are double in our 
capacities; are capable of vota good and evil, 
and tind ourselves drawn to oth. All mea are, 
I think. inclined to tell the truth: it is natural 
to ve trutoful; there is something to bo over- 
come in aon breast before we become false. 
Were it not so, there could be no basis of confi- 
wo faith in history. 
And we are naturally drawa to kindness and 
ut wo are, at the same time, sué- 
there is a 
germ or root of evil that, unchocked, will spring 
up. In thie sense, allure depraved. None are 


by natore either wholly good or wholly evil. 


There may be an acquired depravity; a stock 
aud fruit groWa from thé seed and soil; and 80. 
also, there may be aa acquired virtue. or a 
growth of (he geod within us. 

Then there are the facts of ein and guilt. But 
itis not omly an exagweration, it le, as thivk, 
a faischood, to teach dat we or all mankind 
sinned in Adam; ur at weure,or by ALY po- 
sibility dan de, Diamewortty or gullty, because 
our forefathers, or therr forefathers, or Adam, 
or anybody else sinned. We may inberit the 
consequenees of the sias of others, but we can- 
not inherit their guilt. We cannot de biamed 
for what was done a hundred or thousands of 
years before we were bora. It is only the one 
who bimseit sing that is the sinner; and only 
the sinner can be guilty. Guilt or in- 
nocence are not in the bluod,—but like scrofula, 
that oan be carried from purent to child; they 
are not entities: not Niko the title to property 
that can be passed from one to another. Guilt 
and inaucence are states of consciousness; are 
favis before the eternal law of righteousness, 
aad can result only from the obodieuce or diso- 
bedience of the individual himself. 

But with these modifying statements we still 
have the fact of a wurid in sin; a race morally 
weakened and diseased. And we Rave the 
further fact that, whilst we are under no in- 
berited guilt, and wore not made sinners by the 
sins of dur anoeators, we dare all sinned our- 


| seives. I suppose ioere is no oue who has passed 


to the years of responsibility but ie cousvious in 
some seuse of baving done wroug. ith the 
perfect law of rightevusness before us we must 
all say We have failed to perfectly keep it. Even 
the heathens with only the ligut ot nature are 
conscious of having sinned. 

Now these detinitions, whilst they are not 
claimed as even partial answers as to the ques- 
tion of the origin of evil, do, to some extent, 
prepare the way toa clearer understuading of 
the sense in whica mankind are invoived in sin. 
There is depravity; or the fact of a not perfec: 
good; and the fact of a puxrttal evil, ora dis- 
eased nature. Then tnere are the various 
torms and degrees of personal sins committed. 
Some sin thruugh their apppeciites; become 
drunkards or gluttons. Others sin through their 
desirea—desires for gain or weaith that lead to 
overreaching and aviraciousness in business. 
Others sin torough their passions; they violate 
the law of purity. Onerr, again sin against 
truth, or justice, or reciprocity; and many who 
are just to ther fellow man sin against God by 
profanity, or by not revering His uame in love, 
and trust, and prayer. And it must be evident 
that any or ali of these forms of sin must be fal- 
lowed by certain results. One resuil is the weak- 
euing of the moral nature. Anotber is the 
strengthening of the vendency the powur 
of evil, until sin Bbovomes a master and 
man ite servant. He is ruled dy it; 
is otten led or driven on to fearful depths of 
impurity and wickeduess. These are what may 
be called the natural penalties of evi doing. 
But thea there is that seuse of obligation uf 
which we have spoken; the faet of ougul and 
ougat not; and these get their emphasis aud 
strength from the law of God; from the thun- 
derings of Siuai, which were but the ecnves or 
voieings of the nature of God or the priacipies 
of rigateousuess, and from the words of Carist 
that this law to the corscience,—that carry 
not only Sinai, but the Cross, and sct them ap in 
the human breast. What is the effect of sin bo- 
toro law? It can be notning less thea guilt.

Some are 
awakened suddeniy by @ sense of fear, others 
are drawn to religion by love and a desire to do 
good; others are moved by a sense of duty. 
‘hese experienves may ail crowded into a 
very short time, or they may be the growth of 
months or years. essential point is, that 
the heart turn to God, that the life be conse- 
crated wo His service. 

In all this there bas been both the divine and 
the human, the yleiding, the concurrence of the 
will of man with the will of God. The first thing 
is pardon. This is an act of God. in which He 
forgives the sinner as a father forgives his peni- 
tent child. It is frec grace, it is mercy, it is a 
free and fall forgiveness and taking the soul 
back into the favor of God. as if it bad never 
sinned. Aloug with this comes regeneration, or 
a change of heart, in which there is a new crea- 
tion, a birth, an impartatlon of the life of God to 
the soul. The soul is bora, not of man. nor of 
the wiliof man, but born of God; madea new 
Creature in Christ. The conscience is lifted u 
and enthroned, the soul begins to live to God. 
and. to live in God. and to subordinate every 
power to His service. The terms that run along 
through this chapter before we come to the 
text, are very strong. They represent the 
Obristian as being dend to sin,“ as being ** bap- 
tized into the death af Christ.“ and as Christ was 
raised from the dead. so we should rise to the 
newness of life. ‘che term “buried through 
baptism into death,“ is 
It alludes to the 
of daptlem by immersion, and signified the 
death and burial of the vid body and life of sin, 
and the rising to a new life. Then it is said that 
the old maa is crucitted with Obrist. that the 
body of sin might be destroyed.“ Then it is 
said that Christtaus should “reckon themselves 
dead to sin and alive to Gud, through Jesus 
Corist our Lord,” and that they should not let 
sin reign in their bodies toubey it in its desires.”’ 
We are told here that we “should present our- 
selves to God as alive from the dead,“ and that 
sin shali not have dominioa over us. 

Now I know that all this may seem to some to 
be imagination, or ideal, but I say to you that 
it is all true; true to faut, and true to the expe- 
rience of those who have entered this dlessed 
life. And that is the reason why religion lives 
and moves on in the midst of doubt, and the 
crumbling of many old betlefs.. This is the heart 
of religion. Tus is the essential in religion. 
This is what makes character, and fits for 
Heaven; tor when souls come into this 
life of love and saivation, they are led 
tw tive «as Christ lived: to do 5 
tw love, and labor, and suffer for others. Aud 
this is the reason way 1 insist that we should 
keep near to the great experiences and life of 
religion. Knowing, as thank God I have long 
known, the truth of relizion in its power to 
save from sein, and to fill the heart with love. I 
care very little, personally, about the debates 

t rage around us. 1 should like to see the 
Mad landmarks saved as far as they are true, but 
it would not in the least disturb my heart-faith 
and heart-life if a hundred bistoric errors were 
found in the Old Testament, or if halt a dozen 
of ita books were torn out. 

And now how beahtiful ie this work of saiva- 
tioa in the moral order where souls dwell. Why. 
up here on this plain where souls live, new 
births are occurring al thetime; souls are com- 
ing into harmony “with the Divine will and 
sweetly moving in the paths of duty, made light 
and joyful by the life of love. Aad up here 
is dene fashioned a perfect worla,— 
the diyine accord of souls in righteous- 
ness. ais 16 God's spiritual kingdom, 
where souls are moved and won by love; 
and wailst flowers, and birds, and great planets 
move by a kind of necessity that gives so much 
beauty and harmony in Nature, up ia the king- 
dom of principles and volition, there is arising a 
perfect moral order. And into this life we may 
all easily come. for God invites, the Spirit pleads, 
the Savior knocks at the door; pardon, and 
purity, and peace are ofered to all who will asx 
and seek.

MOODY AND SAN KE. 
THE TWO REVIVALISTS IN THE CHICAGO 
AVENUE CHURCH. 

The announcement that Brother Moody would 
preaco and Mr. Sankey sing at the Chicago Ave- 
nue Church yesterday morning filled every seat 
on the main floor and in the galleries, and 
blocked the aisles, every inch of standing room 
being occupied. Between 300 and 400 people 
were unable to gain admission. The exercises 
preliminary to the sermon were of the usual 
vharacter, the Rev. Mr. Needham and B. F. 
Jacobs taking part therein, Mr. Sankey of course 
leadiog the congregation when bymns were 
givea out, and singing solos. 

Just us the collecdon was about taking up, 
Mr. Moody came forward and said he wanted to 
make atew remarks. He told about the incep- 
uon of the Church sixteen years ago, when 
tweive persous in a mission Sunday-school on 
liliacis street came to the conclusion that 
there was a necessity for au undenominational 
Churca in that part of the city. Eternity alone 
would reveal What it had accemyplisned. Dur- 
ing uls trip West be bad met ia every towa 
waere he stopped one or more of the former 
members who were now actively engaged in the 
Lord's work. It was a free church, and the ex- 
cuse that poople were afraid to go to vaurch be- 
cuuse they feared they would not be welcome, 
could nv longer be given. All were doubly 
welcome. The church was out of dept, but 
money was needed to earry on the missiou- 
work. If a man hadn't a cent to give, all right. 
lf be had oniy a nickel, all right. Many would 
be bieased if they would give their tobacco- 
money [sensation|. He bad not lost als interest 
ia the church. it was his tirst love. Ten, 
fifteen, or twenty thousand dollars could be 
judiciously expended this year, as it was the 
desire to make the church a centre of mission- 


work. 
Mr, Saukey was requested to sing Bring in 


the Sheaves.’ 

The cotiectors began to pass the baskets, but 
they Were check by Mr. Moody, wae cried 
out: “Hold on! Don't collect the money until 
the hymn is sung. It will fire thea up, and you 
will get twice as much.

CHICAGO BIBLE SOCIETY. 


CELEBRATION OF ITS FORTY-FIRST ANNI- 
VERSARY. 

The forty-frst anniversary of the Chicago 
Bivie Society was celebrated at the Fourth Pres- 
byteriun Church last evening. The attendance 
was very large, and the exercises wore under 
the direction of the Rev. Dr. J. H. Hollister, 
President of che Society, and the Rev. Dr. Her- 
rick Johnson. 

The annual reportof the Society was pre- 
sented by the Rev. S. G. Lathrop, the Secretary, 
which was ao exhaustive documeut, and place 1 
on file. It showed that two depositories 
bad been maintained, and that 411,513 
volumes had been sold, ; 
recsipts had been $3293, of which 
gr bad been from life annu: tics, and $19) from 
saies to auxiliaries. It further showed that 177 
volumea hud been given to the destitate upon 
their application, 60 to ehurvhes, Sunday- 
schools, und missions, 429 to tho pauper and 

nal institutions, und 13: to assist ine Young 

en's Caristian Association in ite work. The 
number of families visited duriug the year had 
been 14,04l.—at an expense of $372,—of whom 
1,529 were found destitute of the Bible. Of the 
latter number 334 were supplied, and 644 re- 
fused to be supplied, or were Oatholics, and the 
others will be supplied as soon as the books can 
be obtained and distributed. One man 
had been employed two mouths in canvassing 
the Towns of tlyde Park and Lake, and the most 
of the other work in the city dad been done on 
the North Side, the canvass of which had not yet 
beeu Completed. The total circulation for the 
year footed up 15,68 volumes, at a cost of 6a. - 
385, and the total circulation since the organiza- 
tion of the Soviety, 437,228 volumes. The report, 
in speaking of the work, gays: 

“There are ou our records the sames of 
thirty-seven braach societies. Some of these are 
vigorous, active organizations; circulating a 
goodly number of copies of the Scriptures in 
each year in tneir fleids, and collecting gener- 
ous sums ot money for the liible work. Others 
of these societies ate vory feehie, and some of 
them urs practically dead. The chauges in the 
population of thecounty, whicu bas been going 
on fur many years, by which our Eugiish-speak- 
lug population bas been graduully passing 
away, and peupie of other tongues have takou 
their places, have in some instances entireiy 
extinguished the vigorous churches of other 
years, and in almost ail of the towns of the coun- 
ty greatly weakened them all. Tais bas a@ected 
our Bibie work. Nothimgoau be more impor- 
talit than to furnish these strangers who have 
come from foreign lands, to make their homes 
amongus with Word of God in their own 
tongues.” 

The report, after referring to the fact that the 
Society could have done more if the churohes 
had more generuusly supporied it, concludes as 
follows: 

“It bas no thought of paus n in its nobie 
mission, but proposes to continue its work in all 
iw departments to the utmost of its ability.

Still a Matter of Con- 


jecture. 


Republicans Divided, and the Demo- 
crats Will Fight the Twenty- 
District Plan.

COUNTING THEIR CHICKENS

SPRINGFIELD, III., April 2%.—There is just 
enough doubt as to the ultimate fate of Senator 
Clark's resolution in the House to still make 
the subject of apporwonment at this session an 
open question, and to keep up the interest 
which has all along been mauifested in its pos- 
sible outcome. The Senate, when it adopted the 
Clark resolution providing for the two appor- 
tionments at this session—the Congressional on 
the basis of twenty districts—probably had an 
idea that the House would lose little time in 
concurring with it rather than take the respon- 
sibility of encountering the popular wrath. 
Indeed, some of the members of the Senatorial 
semicircle are known to dave exultingly 
pointed to the fact that they had gotten the 
House in a position to be put upon the record, 
and gieefully predicted that it would not dare 
do anything but follow suit. There is no doubt 
that the Senatorial policy in some quarters was 
simply to 

DRIVE THE HOUSE INTO LINE. 

If there is anything that the House fellows— 
particularily the Egyptiaus—dislike, it is to be 
driven. They heard of the chuckling on the 
other side of the hall and the result has been to 
raise their ire, make them set their teeth, and 
cause them to resolve that they will see some 
peopie farther before they will consent to ap- 
portion, and that even then they won't. Itisa 
troublesome question. With divisions in the 
Republican ranks, and the Democrats only par- 
tially in favor of the two apportionments now, 
and ready to make war on that part of the reso- 
lucion which provides for twenty Congressional 
districts, the fate of the measure is banked by a 
cloud of doubt. It may fail as a whole, or it may 
fail as to the provision in regardto the number 
of Congressional districts. In the one case, it 
will simply drop, and in the other it will be sent 
back to the Senate for concurrence. What that 
body would dowith it, in an amended form, 
baffics all attempts at prediction. 

There is another very important point which 
the advocates of donothingism now and a called 
session next winter have not been slow to dis- 
cover and make the most of. The House 
is now on the order of bills on third read- 
ing. The order of Senate joint: resolutions will 
probably not be reached until about the close of 
*the session. To call up the resolution out of its 
order requires 

A TWO-THIRDS VOTE. 
The inquiry is avery pertinent one, whether 
the advocates of two apportionments at this ses- 
sion have sufficient strength to call it up, and, 
if not, whether it will be at all possible later on, 
when everybody is in the mood of going home, 
to do anything with it except to throw it over- 
board. In short, there is a possibility that the 
resolution may simply be smothered, a possi- 
bility which the advocates of the measure 
secretly fear, and which the diliy-daliyers and 
intentional delayers are confidently banking on. 
The Senate has relieved itself of responsi- 
bility by adopting the resolution 
and throwing that responsibility upon 
the House, but there are those 
in the latter body who appear to be perfectiy 
willing to let the thing die and assume ali the 
risk of buryingit. The Democrats are united 
on but two propositions,—an adjournment sine 
die, and a Congressional apportionment, if made 
before Congress acts, on the nineteen-district 
plan. But thoy are in no way anxious to have it 
made now. Indeed, enough of them would 
scarcely hesitate to vote with enough dilatory 
Republicans to put it off this session, and throw 
upon the Republicans, who are in the majority, 
and upon a Republican Governor, 
THE WEIGHT OF RESPONSIBILITY 

for an extra session. There are indications that 
just such a combination may be the outcome of 
all the delay and the dillydallying,—of nice 
words one day in regard to duty and decency, 
and of doubtful phrases the next ja regard to 
political inexpediency and partisan disadvan- 
tages. The past week has shown that the 
Republicans can stand together if they want to, 
but it bas not settied the more important ques- 
tion whether or not. in this matter of apporuon- 
ment of this session, they have the disposition 
to do 80.

JOY AND VANDERBILT. 

Mr. J. F. Joy has lately written several long 
letters to the Detroit papers severely attacking 
Mr. W. H. Vanderbilt and his management of 
railroad properties as detrimental tu the inter- 
est of Detroit and the State of Michigan. Mr. 
Vanderbilt seems to be smarting under Mr. 
Joy’s powerful assaults, as is indicated by the 
following dispatch he sent to the Detroit papers 
under date of April 21: 

New York, April 21.—I am this morning in 
receipt of a slip from your paper contuining an 
article signed by J. F. Joy, inwhich he makes au 
assault upon me and my management of rail- 
road properties as detrimentul to the interests 
of the City of Detroit and the State of Michigan. 
Mr. Joy is evidently much exercised about 
some private scheme which he imagines 
the Michigan Centrai Direction are inter- 
fering with, and takes this occasion 
to give vent to the -rancorous teel- 
ings which be had been harboring for some three 

€ars past. So far as the article applies to me, I 

ve only to say that the first intimation I had 
of an effort for a Union Depot at Detroit was the 
letter to Mr. Pond referred to, and that no in- 
structions of any kind whatever have been is- 
sued from this office, directly or indirectly. In 
respect to the management of the properties in 
Michigan, toth Michigan Central and Lake 
Shore, of which I am President, lam perfectly 
satistied that the public and the shareholders 
should judge by past record whether it has been 
or is antagonistic to the interests of the City of 
Detroit or the State of Michigan. I cannot un- 
derstand why Mr. Joy shouid have taken this 
unusual method, through the public journals, of 
making @ personal attack upon me without first 
ascertaining whether any foundation existed.

Press: 

Dernorr. April 2.— To th: Editor of the Free 
Press: It is not worth while for me to reply at 
any length to Mr. Vanderbilt's statements in his 
oe published this morning. 

e have been at work now ten years nearly to 
open a good cunnection between this city and 
the Wabash, and meu in this city have expended 
upwards of $2,000,000 in the effort. At every 
step we have had to fight our way throu ob- 
stacies coming trum corporations controlied by 
him and by bis managers. He bas purchased 
two railroads to shut us out from their use, 
which was his own action. He has supported the 
actions of his managers in the West, and cannot 
escape the responsibility of their conduct. 

It at this time, after so prolonged a struggle. 
now about to be crowned with success, and 
when the last effort is being made to strange it 
and shut us out. be can comfort himself by the 
assertion that it is any petty feeimg on my part 
because he purchased the Michigau Central Road 
a few yeurs „as he had a right to do, and did 
so wisely, as I then thought, and still think, or 
that it is because of some private scheme on my 
part that I defend both the interests of the city 
and of those associated with me in this, for us. 
great enterprise of building a railroad from De- 
troit to Logansport, and oviaining for it suffi- 
cient accommodations bere for business, and 
aiso for other compauies, I do not cure to dispel 
the comfort be may derive from such ussertions. 

I may, however, remark that when he charac- 
terizes the Butler Kailroad,its entrance into 
this city, a private scheme of mino, be does me 
too much honor. It is the effort of quite a num- 
ber of geutlemen besides myself, and we had 
supposed that it was a public enterprise of the 
same sort as the New York Central or Michigan 
Central. At all events the pubtic bere and ecise- 
where in the State appear to have a great inter- 
est ju it. and the public good weighs quite as 
much with usin the matter as any private m- 
terest we may have in the successful accom- 
plishment of both, though with the great risk we 
have taken I should hope the public would be 
glad if we could profit a little bv our ventures. 

In closing | may remark, and truly, that the 
Michigan Central bas no better or truer friend 
tau myself. The managers here know perfect- 
ly well that at all times they aave been able to 
avail themselves of every aid, and all the in- 
formation I could give or possessed with regard 
to it. It will give me pleasure to do in the fut- 
ure as in the past. 

But it is not the proper business of a great 
company to stand in the way of a new and im- 
portant enterprise like the one in question, nor 
is it the business ot those at its head, clothed 
with the intluence which their position gives 
them, to use all their ability and skill to op- 
pose it. 

When the public necessities require such a 
road to be built and station grounds obtained 
for its busiaess, and when tne necessity has been 
made doubly great by closing up practically oth- 
er avenues that might have been used, no com- 
pany, however powerful, or any man, however 
wealthy, can long stand im its way. The public 
wants will floda way to break through all bar- 
riers. And situated as the Michigan Central is 
to Detroit, of all others it is the last that should 

lace itself across the pathway of its progress.

THE REORGANIZATION OF THE 
EASTERN POOL. 

Mr. J. C. McMuiltin, General Manager of the 
Chicago & Alton, and Mr. J.C. Gault, General 
Managerof the Wabash, who have been sojourn- 
ing at Jacksonville, Fla., for some months past 
to recuperate their shattered health, have en- 
tirely recovered, and are reported to be as good 
as new again. They left Jacksonville a day or 
two ago for New York, to attend the meeting 
of the “High Joiuts in that city April 27. 
This meeting promises to be one of the most 
important ever held, as it will determine the 
future of the Eastern pool. The New York 
Indicator. in speaking of the contemplated re- 
organization of the pool, says the trunk-line 
pool is in future to assume the relations between 
the companies of a clearing-house. ‘That is to 
say, pool is to be arranged upon a 
basis of money in the place of a dtvis- 
ion of freights. Instead of a return of 
the freights carried by each line, a report of 
the freight carried and the money due or coi- 
lected is to be made to Commissioner Fink, who 
divides the total amount collected by all the 
roads amongst the contracting companies ac- 
cording to a schedule agreed upoa. This simpli- 
fies the duty of the Commissioner, and removes 
every proper motive that might exist with any 
of the pool lines for cutting or giving special 
rates. The new arrangement is to inciude west- 
bound as well as east- bound through freights. 
The details of the pian for the new arrange- 
ment are now in the hand; of a committee, wav 
are expected to roport to an adjourned meet- 
ing of the managers, to be held at 10 o’ciock a. 
m. the 27th inst. 


THE FRUIT TARIFF.

A SLIGHT MISUNDERSTANDING. 

Waco, Tex., April 24.—Trouble has been brew- 
ing for some days between the Missouri Pacific 
and the St. Louis & Texas Narrow-Gauge Com- 
panies. Early this morning the Missouri Pacific 
sent a smai! force down, intending to move the 
track, but were foiled by the narrow-gauge peo- 
ple, who drove teams around and over the track. 
The Missour? Pacific had moved a large force 
up the road, which arrived at the crossing at 10 
o'clock. The news of a threatened conflict 
spread through the town. At 3 o'clock the Mis- 
souri Pacific teams were ordered to clear the 
track. Marvin, Chief Engineer, undertook in 
person to hitch a chain, and was met by 
Axtell, Chief of the narrow-gauge, who 

roposed to make it a personal matter. 

arvin was met by a narrow-gauge force, who 
by main strength kept bim off. This system of 
wrestling continued half an hour. re was 
an excited crowd of 200 people expecting a seri- 
ous result. When the excitement reached its 
hight. four leaders of the Missouri Pacific, in- 
cluding Marvin and Tuomas, a cootractor, and 
Axtell, of the narrow-gauge, were arrested. 
The Missouri Pacific leaders were charged with 
inciting a riot, and Axtell for swearing. It is 
said the Missouri Pacific had the right of way 
first, but the narrow-gauge purch a piece of 
property at the junction, and at night laid about 
nifty yards of track, thereby gaining a rixut of 
possession.

THE HENSCHEL RECITAL. 

The song recital given by Mr. George Henschel 
at the Central Music-Hail on Saturday evening 
called out not only a large audience, but prob- 
ably one of the most critical audiences that bas 
ever assembled in Chicago. It is certainly high 
praise that a singer with comparatively light as- 
sistance should be able to make such an appeal 
and have it so generously and enthusiastically 
answered. But: Mr. Henschel has given a song 
recital here before, when his supreme ability 
was recognized, and since that time rumors of 
his great success in similar recitais at the 
East have emphasized the desire to hear 
him. His program was 4 superb 
one, commencing with Haydn and 
ending with Gounod, and giving us a fuir repre- 
sentation of the various schools between.

Schubert's Ganymed; Schu- 
mann’s “Ich grolie nicht”; Franz’'s “ Wid- 
rung"; Rubinstein's Der Ara; Brahm's 
Uunedberwind lieu“; and an aria from Masse- 
nets “Le Roi de Lahore’; and Gounod's Coup- 
let de Vulcaui,“ and for an encore to the *“Wid- 
mung.“ Carissimi’s “ Vittoria.” It would be 
dificult to arrange a more symmetrical 
and characteristic group of songs, and at 
the same time it would be still more dif- 
ficult to find the singer who could do them 
justice. There are few singers who could bring 
to them such a combination of abilities as Mr. 
Henschel—a clear, resonant, manly voice, per- 
fect intonation, wonderful dramatie color in ex- 
pression, elegance of finish, dignity and retine- 
ment of style, and an interpretation that shows 
splendid scholarship not only in execution but 
in the reading of the music, the grasp of the 
composer's intentions, and the communication 
of the ideas to others. It was a rare treat, and 
the performance stamps him as the best 
soug-singer who has visited this country in 
many years. Mr. Henschel was assisted py Miss 
Kate Funk. a pupil of Mr. Jacobsobn in the 
Cincinnati Musical College, who played the 
Mendelssohn G miuor concerto, and a nocturne 
by Erust. Her tone is very smooth and beauti- 
ful, lacking somewhat in breadth and vigor, but 
perhaps not more sothan is usually found in 
lady players. Her technique is very clear and 
facile, and she plays witn ease and intelligence, 
and gives more than ordinary promise. She 
was very heartily received and encored. 
Mr. Woltsohn added a very enjoyable 
number to the program with his 
expressive and very poetical play- 
ing of the Chopin nocturn in G, and also played 
with Mr. tlenschel, who has a strong, clear 
touch and develo fine cantabile effects, the 
Hommage a anéeci"’ of Moscheles.

Henschel! left last evening for the East, and will 
henceforward make bis home in Boston, where, 
through the munificent aid of a wealth gentie- 
man of that city, he has been provided with an 
orchestra of sixty pieces, with which he will 
he twenty symphony concerts next n.
